Demonstration of Tramsport Work-
ers Oreatest in History of
 English Capital

sand sirikers cArry¥ing banners this af-
termoon parnded the streeis of London,
making the largest labor demonstration
ever seen In this city. The parade of
the men was thelr way of annhouncing
that they will carry thélr fight of trans-
port workers and dockers for better con-
ditions to the bitter end, and o try to
blockade all the ports of England. It
was Whit Sunday and | crowds
lined the ntreets through which the long
procession passed.

The Amaigamated Society of Water-
men, Lightermef, and Bargemen, joined
by the Amalgamatédd Trades Labor Un-
jons, and Labor Protection Leaague held
the largest demonsiration ever seen iIn
Trafalgar Square. Afterward they visit-
ad various parks, where other sections
wers holding meetings and passing res-
olutions with vecifercus cheéring to urge
a general strike throughout the country.
But It was all very orderly and the
mounted policemen policing the route
had little or nothing to 40.

Meanwhile other leaders of the agita-
tlon are canvasaing the country and hold-
ing meotings In an attempt 10 get ar-
slstance from the rallway car mef.
